Unless some measures are de- 
vised by the authorities to solve 
the present situation, Canton is 
likely to have no beef for some 
days, as the tax imposed on lea- 
ther and raw hides are such as to 
make it impossible for the leather 
dealers and shocmakers to derive 
any profit from their industry. — 

Failing to get the usual cus- 
toms from the shoe-makers, the 
Leather Dealers Guild has stop- 
ped all their purchases from ‘the 
slaughter houses in Canton, with 
the result that all those engaged 
in the latter business aro deprived 
of their main source of income,

adopt js to incrense the price of 
becf to something lke 60. cents 
per catty, but as they aro bound 
under contract to supply the re- 
ataurants,,ten-houses, ote, at tho 
old price for nt least another 
month, there {is no other way 
whereby they can: overcome tho 
difficulty but te suspend business, 
The, local authorities arv now tak-

Last week In my talk about In- 
vestmonta I just touched upon the 
distinction botiveon, investment and 
speculation, which depends partly on 
the difference betweon the mood and 
psychology of an invostor and a 
apeculator. Now Tam discussing 
varloug forms-of. speculation, Toglti- 
mate and illegitimate mainly In con- 
nection with the Stock, Exchanga; 
but my contral topic ia the recent 
boom ‘and collapao in Wall Street, 


which has probaby caused more bad] 


trade and’ unemployment throughout 
the world and greatar’ financlal 
losses, not only: in all parts of the 
United States but in.all leading 
financial, contries , from London to 
Melbourne, or from China to Peru, 
than. any other event fn the history 
of the world, except the Great War 
of 1914. This Is an’ appropriate 
movement to make a retrospect; 
for, a3 I read in my Economist Inst 


‘week, the average value of 402 ro- 


prasontative American stocks valued 
at 100 in 1926, and nt 228 .at the 
crest of last year's boom, and at 140 
on the Worat day of the November 
slump, had fallen back from'171 on 
Juna 4 to 142 on June 18. ‘ 
“My own personat experience of 
lust autumn’s calamity was painful 
and curious. Towards the end of 
September a Ieading American rub- 
ber manufacturer came to see me in 
London and,told me that, he and a 
fow, of his friends were convinced 
that-the great Stock Exchange boom 
must before long come to an end in 
a collapse which might! be’ short and 
sharp, or might be slow and pro- 
longed, ‘bt was about to start, to 
deliver a serieg of lectures in Amér- 
joa, and ‘my. friend sald’, “It may 
happen while you are there, It did; 
but, unfortunately for me, I was not 
travelling but lying in a hospital 
after undergoing q avveré-operation. 
After about a fortnight, when I 
Segan to take a little interest In the 
outside world, £ became aware that 
my nurse was ¢agerly interested in 
the financial columns of the Tribune 
Herald, a paper which she brought, 
with her every morning.’ .I found 
that she shud been induced by a 
friend to sell a safe bond In order 
to buy common stock fn one of the 
corporations, which he told her was 
“bound to go up.” When -sho 
brought it, ft had reached a very 
hich point. Had she , possessed a 
little knowledge of investments she 
would have known that the yield at 
the price at which she had bought 
was absurdly low, assuming that the 
profits and Interest paid to ordinary 
shareholders in the previous year 
were Iikely to be repeated. -

Surely his services 
to England are worth more than 
that, People are now taking ‘up 
the cudgels on behalf of thepro* 
foanional cricketer. The average’ 
rate of pay altogether works out | 
at between £10 and £12 a match.

CHINESE WAYS: 


When in China, I found many of 
the customs very ‘strange, so I will 
tell you some of them. 

For instance, once we went toa 
house for tea, There were many 
Chinese ludies present and ‘a few 
British ones.

and golden, resembling honey, and 
having a very nice taste, made 
from the juices of various fruits, 
It was served in tiny bowls, and 
‘at a given time the hostess took 
back all Lhe cups, whether the 
visitor had finished or not. She 
emptied all the syrup that remain- 
ed in them back into her large de- 


canter, und refilled them all from 
the same. ‘This was done some 
three or four times. 

Needless lo say, although the 
drink was refreshing, the first cup 
proved sultictont in my case! 

Another rather strange custom 
is, instend of n bride, when she is 
to be married, inviting al! her 
friends to come nnd see her trous- 
Benn, it js gent to her husband 
elect’s residence, and he invites all 
his men friends to come and view 
the pretty things. 

In the poorer towns the little 
children run about almost naked, 
their only covering belng a huge 
pocket. These pockets are about 2 
foot square and worked exquisite: 
ly. They nro all colours, and haye 
two strings from cithor corner, and 
these aro tied around the body. 
Thera {8 a narrow slit in the 
material near the top to allow coing 
to be dropped in, and a Chinese 
ofteh’ carried all hls money fn 
its, pocket.

individuality and personality in its performances. A great game is 
won by the united achicvement of one side o8 against another, but in 
the winning there always stand out certain personal achievements in 
batting, bowling and fielding. And the manner of them is always 
distinctively characteristic of those whd achieve them. ‘The’ judg- 
ment and technical mastery of a Hobbs, the stendinesa of a Sutcliffe 
or Woodfull, the renourceful persistence of a’ Tate, the aggressive 
genius of a Grimmett or Trumble, able to transfit“high strategy to, 
his finger-tips, the cool inspiration of a Bradman—custom does not 
stale their infinite variety. Cricket is a battle ground of per- 
sonalities, and because personality is an incalculable and uncertain 
quality, ebbing and flowing from day to day in each personality ro- 
lative to.tho powers of others, we enjoy the “glorious uncertainty’ 
of cricket.

There is a decided 
difference, however, between.a fow 
teeth thnt are completely chipped 
off and those that are simply worn 
down, 

The remedy for gears that are In 
the latter condition is to point them 
up with a sharp chisel. In this way 
the starter pinion gear does not 
meet a broad tooth, and jamming Is 
lesa likely.’ ¥

Naturally the more serious 
repalr or adjuatment jobs should bo 
left to thone who apectaliae, but more 
often than not, with tho ald of trc- 
ful and practical hinta and tips,.tho 
lesser running adjuatmonta can bo 
done quite roadily in one’s own 
sarage, For oxamplo, a sourco of 
ignition trouble can be a sticky 
rocker arm, Oil should, not bo used, 
After removing tho rocker and 
cleaning the rocker orm boaring, 
effective * lubrication can ‘host bo 
obtnined with the ald of a Toad 
pencil, the lead or graphite rorving 
asa dry lubricant. Anothor uscfal 
hint to help dotach an obstinate 
wheot fn to attach a suitabla strap 
to the wheel apoke and Insert a jack 
{In the loop between the ond of the 
axle and tho atrap; then oporate tho 
Snck In the ordinary way and tho 
atickiest whoo! will soon respond.

| It ie ono thing to be foroarmed to 
the extent of carrying ‘along a fow 
extra spark pluga and quite another 
to know when to use thom. 

One motorist who took this pro- 
caution. soomed to be lacking in tho 
secondary eve"? iion when ho 
el une machine in a heavy rain 
recently, although it was apparent 
‘to him that the plugs had become 
water sonkod and would need a 
thorough drying bofore n start could 
bo made. 

It had stopped raining by that 
time, but even this fact didn’t sug- 
gest the posalbility of getting a start 
on the three now pluga carried in 
the car, So off ho went at the ond of 
the tow rope. He was highly pleas- 
ed with the service rondered, but 
just a little chagrined when the gor- 
ylea man used the snme three spure 
pluga to yet the engine started. 
Running on a fow cylinders, the en- 
gine soon heated up the other plugs.

Care of Your Car, . 

Overheating may be the result of 
various conditions, one of the moat 
frequent of which Is insufficiont 
water in the cooling system, trace- 
able to leaks at loose connections, 
Jenka in the radiator core or pump 
shaft packing. Another cause is 
poor circulation . due to obstruc- 
tions in the water such as sediment 
or scale formations, flakes of 
softened rubber from deteriorated 
hose connections, etc. Loose fan 
belts are also a source of trouble. 
In some engines the fan shaft is 
also the water pump shaft and if 
the fan belt {a loose, both water 
and ir, circulation ja affected. 
An investigation to determine the 
cause of overheating should in- 
clude the ignition timing, amount 
and condition of lubricating oil in 
the engine and the carburetter and 
brake adjustmenta.

Water in The Petrol Tank. 


Quite a lot of trouble ean some-+ 
time be caused with a car if a 
little water finds its way into the 
petro] tank, and owners faced with 
this trouble are often at n loss to 
know the remedy, because drain- 
ing the tank ig usually no cure, the 
water remaining behind .in the 
form of “beada” on the bottom of 
the tank. If, however, a quantity 
of methylated apirit—sny a pint— 
iy poured into the empty tank, and 
the car rocked to Swill] it round, 
the spirit will be found to absorb 
the water, and the solution of 
spirit and water can then be dratn- 
ed off, lenving the tank clean.

P.C. WHO JUMPED. 


Was He Part of the 
: Traffic 7. f. 


Is a trafile constable part 
of tho traffic? ; 
This question was ratsed by the 

Ponang District Judge in the 
courso of the hearing of a sum- 
mons augainat Mr. H. R. Baker, of 
the Government Monopolies, 

Mr, Baker was charged with 
driving his car, P91, at a_apeed 
and In a manner dangerous to 
the public on June 27 at the june- 
tion of Northam and Larut\Roads, 

“Mr. Baker pleaded not guilty. 
Inspector Martin, ‘of tho TraMic 
Department, conducted the pro- 


Accelerated. 

Police’ Constable 1789, on duty 
at the Northam-Larut junction, 
complained that becnuse Mr. 
Baker overtook another car at the 
cross-roads,’ he was, forced to 
jump on to-the roadalde ‘to’ save 
himself. The other car, P.222, 
War proceeding at a normal speed, 
while that driven by Mr. Baker 
necelerated past without either 


‘| signal or warning. 


When Mr. Baker had driven 
past, stated the constable, ‘the 
driver of P.222 stopped and In- 
quired if he was hurt. 

Gan Teong-oon, the driver of 
P.222 said that while going along 
Northam Rond at a apeed of 
16-20 miles per hour, he was 
overtaken by a car, driven by o 
European, travelling hetwuon 
30-40 miles por hour. 

Wedged- In, 

Mr. Baker, witness stated, pasa- 
ed the Larut-Northam junction 
behind the traffic constable who 
was thus wedged in between his 
own car and Mr, Baker's, 

Mr. A, Manasseh, ‘a passenger 
of P.222, in reply to questions by 
Mr. Baker, sald that he could .not 
remember a car behind tooting to 
pass. Nor did he recollect pass- 
ing P.91, . 

Mr. Baker raised the question 
as to whether the evidence of the 
constable that he stepped into the 
roadside to save himself, was to 
be accepted; or whether Teong- 
oon was correct In saying that 


the polleo constable was wodgod 
in botwoon the’ two cars, ' 
No Offence, 

Mr, Arthur Inquired If It was 
an offence to go behind tho traMe 
coustnblo. : 

His Honour said that there was 
no rule’ specifying. any’ auch. 
cffence; and if 1 poraon wan over- 
toking nnothor car, he waa lable 
to go over the right hand afdo of 
the rond. It: would alsa be an 
awkward matter {f ane had to 
keep on the'proper side of the 
pollceman, since he had no fixed 
pitch and = might station himsalt 
anywhere on tho road. 

Inapector Martin, admitting that 
there was no rule against driving 
on the wrong sido of the pollica- 
man, pointed out that the con- 
stable was invariably stationed in 
the middlo of the rond nnd that 
driving past behind him would 
render the motorist open to a 
charge of travelling on the wrong 
alde of tha road. 


Rand Hogging. 

Mr. Baker sald that while pro- 
ceeding home along Northam 
Road, he encountered P.222, a 
grey two-seater Flot, which “geom- 
ed anxious to keep him behind. 
This car was travelling at some 
ten miles per hour, and In splte 
of tootings from Mr. Baker's car, 
kept well to the right hand side 
of the rond, 

It was some appreciable tine: 
before Mr. Baker ,could get past, 
but having dropped back to nor 
mal speed, “he was overtaken 
again’ by the same car which shot 
past him without warning. Hav. 
ing got ahead, this var dropped 
back to a speed of 12-15 miles per 
hour and again kept to the middle 
of the road. The drivar took no 
notice of Mr. Baker's tootings, but 
finally Mr, Baker, for tho second 
time, managed to got past.

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WHY TYRES WEAR. 


Hitherto “Undisclosed 
Facts. 


The tondency of hoavy-vohicle 
usora : conaiatently to load tholr 
transport media beyond tholr rated 
capacity Is ono to which wo have 
roforred time and time again, The 
procedure 1s one which [a strongly 
to bo depreeated and Js short- 
sighted, because it cannot fall to bo 
reflected in shorter life of tho 
vehicle and tyres, as well as in 
greatly increased cost of mafnton- 
ance. The bright side of the matter 
Is the way in which British-made 
vohicles stand up to these heavy 
overlords, Moreover, the fashion In 
which the tyros on those vehicles 
suppoct the excessive straina to 
which they are put fs highly eredit- 
ablo, s 
Makers at a Disadvantage. . 

Wo feol, however, that the tyre 
makora are somewhat at a disadvan- 
tayo in this matter. The vohicle 
manufacturers, aware of this inevit- 
atjo tendeney to overlond, can, to 
extent, take precautions, 
These precautions moy or may not 
extend to the provisions which are 
made; in the désign of tho vehicle, 
for the tyres, If they do, well and 
good, 
that the user should at least appro- 
einte the extent to which he ja 
ponalilsing his tyres, particularly in 


the case of chassls that are equipped 


with twin tyres on the rear wheela. 

In such cases, the excess loading 
fs grently exaggerated, owing to tho 
fact ‘that, whon the machine is 
standing or running up on a cam- 
bered rond, the burden is not avenly 
distributed. ‘In those circumstances 
the Inner tyres carry much more of 
thelr proportion of tho load and are 
thus even more excessively stressed, 
whilst the outer tyres hardly bear 
their -nominal load. It is no 
exaggeration to state that each [n- 
alde tyre bears as much as 33,1/3 
per cent, of the total fond on the 
rear axle, one of them carrying even 
moro than that. 

In an actual example, a. vehicle 
standing or running near the kerb 
upon a atightly cambered road, the 
following were the percentages of 
the total load upon the rear axle, 
which were carried by the individual 
tyres:—The nenr-side outer, 26 por 
cent.; the xear-side inner, 30 per 
cent; the off-side inner, 24 per 
cent.; the off-side outer, 21 per cent, 

More Interesting Figures. 

On a more steeply cambered road 
~~not, however, 80 sharp as to be in 
any sense of the word -remarkable— 
the following percentages of the 
load were carried by cach tyre:— 
Near-side outer, 18. per cent.; near- 
side inner, 88 per cent.;  off-slde 
Inner, 83° per cent.; off-side outer, 
12 per cent. 

The meaning of these percentages 
will become clearer to many of our 
readers if we state them In terms of 
tons, cwt, and qrs, On a slight 
camber, the following were the loads 
carried by Individual tyres, the total 
load on the axle being 8 tons 11 ewt, 
3 qrs.i--Near-side outer, 2 tons 3 
ewt,; near-side inner, 2 tons 11 ewt. 
2qrs,; off-side inner, 2 tons 1 cwt. 
1 ar; off-side outer, 1 ton 16 cwt, 

On the more steeply cambercd 
road the figures were:—Near-side 
outer, 1 ton 11 ewt.; nenr-side Inner, 
3 tons 6 ewt. 2 qrs.; off-side inner, 2 
tons 16 cwt, 2 qrs.; off-side outer, 
18 cwt. 3 qrs. 

The maximum equal load on the 
Terr axle of any soods-carrying 
vehicle in thls country, provided for 
under the Heavy Motor Car Order, 
is elght tons, and the tyres on the 
vehicle we instanced were actually 
designed to carry the maximum load 
‘of two tons each. Clearly, there- 
fore, the near-side Inner tyre on any 
woll-cambered rond fs carrying an 
overlond of 2 ton 5 ewt.. which fs 
62'4 per cent.

to avoid overstressing them In the 
manner already shown, 


Premature Wear of Inner Tyres. | 
This is probably the main reason |. 


why, In the caso of twin, tyres, the 
Inner ones usuntly fail to give the 
same amount of service na do the 
others. ‘It is important to note 
that, contrary to the usual opinion, 
if one of the twin tyres bo largor 
than the other (for example, a worn 
and new tyre running together), the 
larger tyre should. be put on the out- 
alde of the axle, aos this enables a 
better distribution of the load to be 
made between the twins,

REAL HORSE POWER. 


In g recent discussion following 
tn article in the Yachting World 
dealing with horse-powor ratings 
of murine motor engines, it was 
generally agreed that British on- 
vines, as compared with their for- 
eign competitors, aro conservative- 
ly rated, but that under actual 
working conditions results in efil- 
eleney, speed and durability are 
equal if not better. Those who 
have any technical knowledge 
know that high power ratings in 
comparatively small motor en- 
gines ontall abnormally high en- 
gine revolutions which can be ob- 
tained under ideal test bench con- 
ditions, The advertised horse- 
power of British engines of any 
repute can be accepted as those 
which closely approximate under 
actual working conditions at the 
engine’s normal revolutions, 

A striking Instance of this was 
brought out in the testing of a 


batch of standard 6/8 hp. Kid, 


Junior engines, which the Ailsa 
Craig Motor Co,, Ltd., of Chiswick, 
London, recently delivered for in- 
stalation in launches to be uacd 
by one of the Canndian Railways. 
Pricr to acceptance these engines 
were required to pass Admiralty 
inspection ond Admiralty test of 
four hours continuous full-power 
cutput at their normal engine 
apeed.

In one 
respect, however, our priority will 
be undisputed. Barnstaple is, at 
any rate, the firat of the boroughs 
to celebrate ita milienary.”
